FRENCH AND BRITISH PLANS COMPARED 


Feom Ove DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


The day’s proceedings began promptly under 
the cheirmenshi of. i. Poincaré, and Jasted 
just over two hours In addition to the 
ritish scheme, a French bors was also tabled. 
Its main provisions include a two years 
moratorium, combined with a series of so 
called: productive pledges of a non-milit 
character, most of which have been indicat 
in the last few days. 

There is, in addition, talk of a document 
from the Italian side—presumably, Signor 
Mussolini’s London scheme.in its original, or 
® slightly modified, form—and if the Prime 
Ministers this afternoon did not take very 
kindly to the idea of receiving a merely 
verbal statement from the German representa- 
tive, there is no doubt that if a formal plan 
is submitted in’ writing it will be received 
and given due consideration. 


BRITISH PLAN. 

As will be seen from the summary of the 
official text of the British scheme, it differs 
in certain particulars from the draft which 
1 stated last week was laid before the Cabinet, 
but its main character remains unchanged. 

Its fundamenta! provisions are:-— . . 

1—Fixation of Germany’s total ontop ers 

at 50 milliards of gold marks, payable with 
5 per cent. interest, in 32 years, with dis- 
counting arrangements such as to enable 
Germany, if she can raise loans promptly, | 
to pay off at 30 niilliards. | 
0--Moratorium—with certain reservations as: 
to payments in kind—for four years, with 
reduced payments for another six, and 
submission to an arbitral tribunal of the 
question of the annuity payable after this 


period. 

S—Sums remitted as. above in the early 
ears to be com ded at 5 per cent. 
into lump sums of 17 milliards of gold 
marks, to be covered by a second series 
of bonds, but only if the arbitral tribunal 
consider Germany able to meet this obli- 
gation. 

4—All payments such as those for Armies 
of Occupation to be consolidated in the 
sums mentioned above. . ee 

5—Foreign Finance Council, consisting cf 
representatives of Britain, France, Italy, 
Belgium, America and one European 
neutral, with a German chairman, to 
supervise German finance reform. 

6--Britain to cancel the debts due to her 
by France and Italy, and to surrender all 
their gold security already held by her. 
Also a certain transfer of German bonds. 

7-—Bonds of the second series [see para- 
graph 3] to be distributed among the 
chief European allies, in proportions cor- 
responding to the volume of their respec- 
tive debts to America. 

6 “These debt cancellation proposals “ are 
put forward on the understanding that 
the reparation plan: is accepted, and ail 
proposals for the taking of pledges and 
application of sanctions are abandoned. '' 

9--Germany to submit to al] measures con- 
templated in Article 248 of the Treaty in 
the event of her failing to discharge her 
obligations as now revised, or to execute 
the instructions of the Foreign Finance 
Council. 

The fundamental difference between the 
British and French conceptions of the situa- 
tion is revealed by the proposals submitted 
this afternoon. 

THE FRENCH VIEW. 

While the British insist that Germany must 
be given a chance to establish her credit, and 
that sanctions should be applied only if she 
fails to discharge her obligatior- when she 
is in a position to discharge them, the French 
put in the forefront of everything pledges 
which, whatever name they bear, do not differ 
essentially from sanctions. ) 

The question now before the Conference is 
whether the French and British plans cap he 
harmonised, for it.is hardly to be supposed 
that the representatives of either nation would 
be willing to abandon their own plan entirely 
in favour of the other. : 

It is very difficult, however, to see how 
this operation can be effected, for the Fren:h 
plan of prodnctive pledges runs completely 
counter to the whole British proposal.

The l’remier then made a statement regard- 
ing Germany’s failutes to execute reparations 
in kind, and explained perfectly the regular 
conditions under. which imeny's default in 
regard to deliveries of wood had to be 
officially -announced. by the Reparations 
Commission. | 

Finally, M. Poincaré put forward the plan 
of his Government. : 

Details of this plan are given in three 
official documents published textually this 
evening. 

The British and the Italian Delegations 
also handed to the French Government: the 
text of their proposals. 

The Conference then adjourned till to- 
morrow, afternoon, in order to give the various 
delegations time to study separately the 
schemes submitted. 

The meeting of the Allied experts has also 
been postpouie?, as the chiefs of the delega- 
tions have not yet expressed their views on 
even the principles of the schemes submitted. 

In the interval the French Cabinet will 
deliberate to-morrow morning, under the

ANTI-TREATY LEADERS 
IN DUBLIN. 


OFFICIAL SILENCE. 


POSSIBLE QUESTIONS IN

Late last night rumours gained currency 
in Dublin of developments in negotiations 
for peace in Ireland.

The Archbishop of Tuam (Most Rev. Dr.

“a peace of God among all Irishmen,” and 
states his views on the subject. 

Dr. Gilmartin quotes the words of the re- 
solution, as follows :—‘‘ That we appeal for a 
peace of God among all Irishmen, and for 
acceptance of the people’s will at a free elec- 
tion on the new register,’’ and he goes on :— 

‘*T have been praying and clamouring for a 
peace or truce of God since the opening of 
the campaign of violence, including murder, 
which, instead of peace, has brought us 
destruction, desolation and terrorism. The 
blessing of God cannot rest with such 
methods of violence as have become the 
fashion in Ireland.’ 

After pointing out that Jesus Christ came 
as the Prince of Peace, and that He never 
advocated or encouraged violence, Dr. Gil- 
martin says :'— 

“There are occasions when war is forced 
upon a country in self-defence; but surely 
there is no need for war in Ireland at pre- 
sent. The majority of the people’s repre- 
sentatives have accepted a definit- form otf 
government. If they had no power to do so, 
why did the minority debate the question at 
all? © Was there not a con: :‘utional way ct 
trying to get the decision vf the majority 
reversed’? As your resolution poir : out, that 
way will soon be feasible on a larger suffrage. 

** If it be said that the people are not fully 
free, well, surely they have a right to say 
what they want under such freedom as they 
have. .

The unsettled political situation is causing 
speculation whether the present Greek 
Government will continue to hang on in office 
or turn over the helm of State to a colourless 
inter um for the purpose of holding imme 
diate elections 

When the present Government assumed 
control it was not intended to remain per- 
manently : the main object was to reorganise 
the Army to make possible an effective re- 
sistance to the Turks in the event of aggres- 
sion. For some time the Government has 
realised that they are not fully equipped to 
handle the administrative problems of internal 
affairs, particularly the knotty questions 
arising from the food shortage, the increasing 
hordes of refugees, and depreciated currency. 

Consequently the Military Party is faced 
with the dilemma of turning over the Govern. 
ment to more trained administrators, with the 
risk of Army appropriations being cut, or re- 
taining their present position in the face of 
the growing discontent of the people. 

If the usaine Conference achieves a 
treaty .which really assures peace, it is be- 
lieved that the Military Party will be willing 
to accept a decrease in the Army appropria-. 
tions, but they fee] that it is impossible until 
such an assurance is obtained. : 

As the result of the crisis, politica] affairs 
in Greece are now racing against time for a 
successful conclusion at Lansanne, and every 
setback there produces anxious wrinkles on 
the brows of the rulers of Greece to-day.

EXPERIMENT IN A BUSY LONDON 
THOROUGHFARE. 


(Frou Ove Own CorresporpenT.) 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

An experimental] stretch of rubber roadway, 
using a new type of block, was laid in Borough 
High street, London, under the agis of the 
Rubber Roadways, Ltd., which is a subsidiary 
of the Rubber Growers’ Association. 

The new rubber block employed, which is 
the invention of Mr. L. Cresson, differs from 
other forms of road blocks previously used in 
that it is composed entirely of rubber, with 
varying admixtures of filling substances in 
different parts of the block. 

The tase is largely mixed with some filling 
substance, such as granite chips and dast, the 
centre has less filling, and the surface is pure 
vulcanised rubber... 

The blocks are thus homogeneous throughout 
as regards the rubber, and have no separation 
from base to top. It is hoped in this way to 
avoid the creeping or turning up of the edges 
of the rubber, which has’ been’ the drawback 
in the case of other rubber blocks composed 
of a cap of rubber attached to a foundation of 
wood or other substance.

THE PARIS MEETING, 


BRITISH AND FRENCH 
PROPOSALS.

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY. SAYS — 


The difficulties of the present Conference 
must not be disguised. There is a funda- 
mental difference in the views on reparations 
held by Great Britain on the one hand and 
by France on the other, Both are agreed, it 
is true, that Germany must pay. here is 
no relaxation in the moral attitude of Great 
Britain towards Germany’s obligation. There 
is no tendency here to subscribe to the view, 
now so insistently proclaimed. in Germany 
itself, that Germany was not responsible for 
provoking the war, and ‘that, therefore, her 
obligation to pay reparations is not a matter 
of right, but of unwilling concession to 
superior force. There must be no mistake on 
this point. Germany is under a moral obliga- 
tion to pay reparations to the full extent of 
her capacity. But, just because we are so 
strongly convinced of this, we are in favour 
of creating conditions under which Germany 
may most clearly realise her obligation, and 
may most successfully and rapidly pay what 
she owes. 

To isolate Germany is to reduce her 
capacity for payment, while enabling in- 
dividual Germana to enrich themselves at the 
cost of the certain ruin of their country. It 
also means withdrawing from the German 


comply. with the moral obligation to which 
alone successful appeal can be made 
The Germans, have deeply affronted the 
customs and laws of the association of peoples 
in Europe. They desire to re-enter that asso- 
ciation, and’ it is to their advantage and to 
ours that they should come back as soon as 
may be. They must, however, be made to 
recognise, as they have not recognised as yet, 
the. only conditions on which their return is 
possible, To establish these conditions beyond 
any doubt should be the aim of the present 
Conference at Paris, and it is certainly the 
aim. clearly set forth in the remarkably. com- 
prehensive plan which the British Govern- 
ment, we are very thankful to see, has at last 
produced. 

We believe that by engaging Germany’s 
interest in the general financial and com- 
mercial intercourse of the world, by giving 
her an opportunity of creating for herself that 
financial] credit which must, in the long run, 
be a moral asset, her moral obligation to: pay 
will be gradually translated into substantial 
sums of money to the benefit of all the Allies. 
That is the aim of the British proposals. The 
French proposals would further impair what 
remains of German credit and would render 
impossible the execution of any sach scheme. 
That is why they are so strongly opposed by 
public epinion in this country, and that is why 
they must be opposed by the representatives 
of thé British Government in Paris. 

We are bound to say, however, that we 
regard the’ present Conference with more hope 
than we were justified in feeling on the occa- 
sion of any previous Conference of the kind. 


U.S. AND BRITISH DEBT. 


NO TIME TO BE LOST IN 
CONFERENCE. 

The ‘Times Washington Correspondent 
states, in a message dated yesterday :—Lhe 
British Debt Funding Commission is expected 
to get to work immediately on its arrival 
here. A reception and banquet at the British 
Embassy will introduce the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and his associates to officia] Wash- 
ington; but before these have taken place the 
negotiations, which are the reason ior their 
coming, will be well under way, for no time is 
to be lost. Locally it is thought possible 
that a fortnight will suffice for the reaching 
of an agreement, though if this time were 
exceeded it would not be-surprising, and 
certainly would have no sinister significance. 
The general atmosphere, in fact, so far as 
dealings with Great Britain are concerned, is 
favourable, not only to the settlement of the 
immediate question of funding the-debt, but 
also to the discovery of that common Anglo- 
American policy which the Harding Adminis- 
tration, no less than the British Government, 
realises to be vitally necessary. 

If one fact more than another ‘can be 
seized upon as important in the developments 
of the past few weeks it is the recognition 
that the arbitrary terms of settlement pre- 
scribed by Congress do not form a working 
basis for negotiation. This was implied in 
the President’s reference to the question of 
the debts in his recent letter to Senator 
Ledge; it was even more definitely mentioned 
by Senator Smoot, and it is accepted by an 
increasing number of Senators and members 
of the House of Representatives. It will be 
the first duty of the American and British 
Commissions to find a point of departure 
from which the discussion may most pro- 
fitably proceed, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if this should turn out to be the tcéal 
annual sum which Great Britiain should pay 
if @ minimum of disturbance, to the financial 
situation were the object in view. |

We consider that the Cadet Force, because 
of .the fine work that it does in training the 
oung, quite apart from its military aspect, 
as a distinct claim on the Board of Educa- 
tion. If, however, the Government, in its 
praiseworthy effort to reduce expenditure, 
proves to be obdurate in the case of this 
£40,000, there should still be no reason for 
despair. In any case, the Cadet movement 
is far too valuable to be arrested. In one 
way or the other, either by State or voluntary 
assistance, it must and will be continued.

ISMET TOLD TO 
STAND FIRM. 


INSIST ON MOSUL, 


CHARGES AGAINST 
THE POWERS, 


? CONSTANTINOPLE, Tuesday. 

The Turkish National Assembly discussed in 
secret session Hassan Bey’s explanations of 
the negotiations at the Lausanne Conference. 
The sitting lasted six hours, and the debate 
was extremely animated. byt 

There was much criticism of the Allies, who 
are accused of raising difficulties and delaying 
and jeopardising a settlement in spite of the 
máil moderation, and spirit of conciliation 
displayed by the Turks. 

The Assembly unanimously decided . to. up- 
hold the National Pact.—(Reuter.) 

It is reported, but not confirmed, that Ismet 
Pasha has been acthorised to sign a separate 
peace with such Powers as are willing to ,sub- 
scribe to the Pact. 

(Note.—The National Pact was signed in 
1920, when the Angora Government was 
formed. Among other: things, it insists that 
Mosul must be. returned to Turkey. Lord 
Curzon has refused to recognise the Pact.) 

The Times Correspondent says that, reply- 
ing to Hamdi Bey, who questioned him after 
the debate, in regard to the condition of the 
Army, the Defence Minister. Kinzim Pasha, 
said—‘* The Army is ready, and its fighting 
force is greater to-day than it was when it 
drove the Greeks out of Asia Minor.’’ 


INDIAN MALCONTENTS. 

The Khalifat Conference, at its concluding 
session at Gaya, decided, in the event of war:

to the (cumenical Patriarch as Primate of 
the Orthodox Churches and as the head of 
the Greek Orthodox Church in Turkey.”’

CHARGE AGAINST ARSENAL

MR. ARTHUR DIOSY DEAD. 


_The death occurred in Nice yesterday of 
Mr. Arthur Diosy, F.R.G.8., the well-known 
writer and lecturer on Far Eastern affairs 
and the founder in 1891 of the Japan Socisty. 
The son of the Hungarian patriot, Martin 
Diosy, he was born in London in 1856, and 
was educated in England and Germany. He 
served for some years in the Royal. Naval 
gar NS Volunteers, and during the European 
War delivered many recruiting lectures. He 
acted for a time in 1917 as staff lecturer to 
the Y.M.C.A. with the British Forces in the 
Mediterranean war area and afterwards 
visited the Italian front. In 1918 he was 
attached to the First Army of the British 
Expeditionary Force in France, and later 
became G.H.Q. lecturer to the British Army 
of Occupation in Belgium and Germany. He 
travelled much abroad, visiting Europe 
Asia, Africa, and America in turn. 
His publications included “The New 
Far East, 1899,” which, reached its fourth 
edition in 1904. Mr. Diosy was a Knight 
Commander of the Rising Sun of Ja and 
of the Medjidieh, a might of Christ of 
Portugal, and cier de l'Instruction 
Publique, France.

FALL FROM BEIDGE ON 
TELEGRAPH WIRES. 

Inquiries are being made into a singular 
accident which befell Freda Langthorne, a 
Birmingham actress, at Leicester on Monday. 

An employé of the Midland Railway 
Company, walking along the permanent way, 
was astonished to see her cradled in a row of 
telegraph wires some 20 feet above the rail- 
way track. She had fallen from the parapet 
of a bridge crossing the line, and would 
probably have been killed or badty injured 
but for the fact that she became entangled 
in the telegraph wires which run at the side 
of the line, and pass about 10 feet below the 
bridge. .

' Last evening, in the Town Hall, Limerick, 
foroner McNewe and a jury resumed the 
inquest on Kathleen Hare, aged 17 years, 
who was shot dead on Christmas eve night 
while speaking to a girl companion in Edward 
gtreet, Limerick. 

Lieutenant-Commandant Conner _ repre- 
rented the military, and Mr, C. Ebrill, solici- 
for, appeared for the next-of-kin. 

The evidence of Lieutenant Squires, 
National Army, was to the effect that on the 
night in question, accompanied by three of 
hm men in mufti, he went to Davis street, 
where he saw two men in civilian clothes 
“‘holding up” people without authority. 
These, said, were Volunteers O’Dwver 
and Benson. who “were a disgrace to the 
Army.” He subsequently went in the direc- 
tion of Edward street, and had not gone far 
when he heard a shot, and was told that 
it had been fired into the air. Later he 
learned that a young girl had been fatally 
wounded. Civic Guard Lloyd, who was on 
duty near the railway station, deposed that 
the shot came from the direction of Davis 
street corner, where five men were stand-

The ev.ience of Brigadier Murphy, who 


| twas on duty that night with a patrol, showed 


that after the firing of the shot he searched 
five men standing at Davis street corner, but 
found no arms on them. He knew Volun- 
teers O'Dwyer, Benson, and Kenny, but 
they were not at the corner when the search 
was made. 

Dr. McDonnell stated that when he 
@xamined the girl she was dead. There 
was a wound, such as could be caused by a 
revolver bullet, in the sknll. Death was due 
fo laceration of the brain. 

The jury found that Kathleen Hare died 
from a bullet wound, inflicted by a person 
er persons unknown, and they expressed 
pympathy with the members of her familv.

Her sister states that she saw Fawcett last 
Friday, when he remarked: “I shan't see you 
again this year, perhaps never again.”

At a specially convened meeting oí the 
Youghal Urban Council the following letter, 
addressed. to the Clerk, was and 
considered :— 

é: Ig,—hHave this read at the next meet- 
ing of your Council and made public in 
Youghal, or on your head is the risk and 
responsibility : 

‘* Whereas 4 Youghal men, namely, Patrick 
O'Reilly, 1.R.A.; Michael Fitzgerald, do. ; 
Patrick Hogan, I.R.A. (married man); Daniel 
Slattery (do., with family), are at present 
prisoners of war in goal, and may possibly 
be executed by the Free State Government, 
contrary to all rules of civilised warfare. If 
this should happen to any of these men, we, 
their comrades, will take most drastic 
measures, by immediately and permanently 
cutting off the Youghal water supply, in the 
most severe and thorough engineering 
fashion. 

“Now the matter lies in the hands of the 
people, and they alone can avert this disaster 
by getting the lives of those men spared. All 
creeds and classes should unite in this cause, 
and an appeal should be signed by every 
resident in Youghal and forwarded to the 
proper authorities in Dublin. 

““ As will be seen, this matter is urgent, 
and on receipt of this we would suggest an 
immediate and full meeting of your Council, 
and the publication of this statement to the 
citizens of Youghal. 

“ On this date, 25/12/'22. 

“THE FLYING COLUMN, 
f“P,8.-—From information received, you 
must take action immediately on receipt of 
this communication. The whole business will 
be completed one way or the other before 
the end of the week." 

It was unanimously decided to telegraph at 
once to President Cosgrave and the local 
members of Parliament, and to get up a 
memorial, some of the councillors stating that 
they were influenced not by the threats in 
the letter, but by humanitarian motives. 

There was a sequel to the Council’s- action 
yesterday, when national troops seized and 
took from the Town Clerk’s office a memorial 
which lay there for signature. It was an ap- 
peal to Mr. Cosgrave on behalf of the four 
“no 30” Reports say that at least seven 
undred persons had signed it. 

The troops who seized the copy of the 
memorial gave a receipt for it, signed by the

FAMILY PARTY BROKEN UP. 

A Sunderland labourer’s bravery was com- 
mended yesterday by the magistrates who 
were investigating a charge against Daniel 
Cassidy of murdering his son-in-law, Bernard 
Quinn, by shooting him, The labourer, 
James Coggins, went into the room, disarmed 
Cassidy, and afterwards gave him into the 
charge of a policeman. 

Cassidy, who had his head bandaged owing 
to a blow given him by Coggins with the re- 
volver when they were struggling together, 
made no statement to the Bench. The de- 
positions of Mrs. Cassidy and Mrs. Quinn, 
who were also struck by ‘bullets fired by 
Cassidy at a family party on Monday night, 
have been taken, Both women are critically 
il 


It is stated that Cassidy had been sepa- 
rated from his wife for some years. The 
woman was to have returned to Dublin to-day 
after spending the holidays with her daughter. 
When the shooting took place a child of two 
years of age and a baby in arms were in the 
room, but escaped unhurt. It is further 


stated that another revolver besides the one | 


used was found in Cassidy’s house. 

Further details of the affair is given by-« 
correspondent, who states :—It appears that a 
family party was assembled in the house in 
Woodbine street, Hendon, a working class 
district of Sunderland, when there was a 
knock at the door, and Cassidy rushed into 
the room and began blazing away with his 
revolver. Quinn had three bullet wounds, 
one through the heart, while Mrs. Cassidy 
was shot ‘through the lung and Mrs. Quinn 
in the abdomen. Coggins lives in a room in 
the same house, and, hearing the firing, he 
went downstairs and saw Cassidy standing in 
the room, with a revolver in his hand, alone 
with the body of Quinn. He closed with 
Cassidy and a-struggle ensued. Cassidy struck 
Coggins on the head with the revolver, in- 
flicting a wound, but eventually Coggins, who 
is @ powerfully built man, got the revolver 
away from Cassidy and hit him on the head 
with it and knocked him down. 

Cassidy, who is aged 58, and was described 
as lately of Hulme, Manchester, and a native 
of Co. Down, declared that the affair was all 
owing to family trosble and jealousy,

PRISONERS, 


WELCOME PROMISED. 


- 


The inhabitanta of St. Helena are not un- 
aware that, their historic island bas been the 
subject of mention: in Ireland in recent 
months. Their point of view, as expressed 
in a local paper, is that if the Irish authori- 
ties want to find an island exile for people 
who cannot consent to ‘‘recognise”’ Free 
State gaolers, the island is ready to do busi- 
ness with any body of men whose presence 
will stimulate the flow of island trade, A 
man may shout '' Up the Republic ” all day, 
so long as he buys his cigars through the 
local merchant. 

So, at all events, may be jnterpreted the 
clipping to hand from the Sé Helena 
Guardian of November 18th, which says :— 

‘The report is going the rounds of all 
classes in St. Helena that there is a proba- 
bility that the unamnestied rebels in Ireland 
might be sent to St. Helena. A good many 
persons have hinted to us that it would be 
well that the Guardian ‘should voice the 
opinion of the majority upon this matter. 

“We are able to staie that the feeling is 
general that they will be welcome. We are 
not going to mince matters, and state that 
for mere patriotism we are glad that the 
rebels should come to reside among us. For 
themselves we .are not by any means averse, 
as the late prisoners of war (Boers) behaved 
well in general to the inhabitants of the 
island, distinguishing well between their 
gaolers and their involuntary hosts. 

“A hundred or five hundred cannot live 
in St. Helena without advantage to us, in- 
directly or directly. We trust that some relief 
will come to the island, and we are able to 
state that the people will welcome the rebels, 
and there will be no nonsense whatever about 
making St. Helena a penal settlement and 
its being objected to. 

““Our one aim ‘is to promote the welfare 
of our little island, and to find some way of 
feeding the hungry and clothing the desti- 
tute.’ 


BELFAST SHIPYARDS. 


MORE MEN EMPLOYED THAN 
BEFORE THE WAR. 
From OUR Own Corresporpert. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The Belfast shipyards and marine engineer- 
ing works resumed to-day after the Christmas 
holiday. There is evidence in the various 
yards of preparations for more ‘building 
activity in the near future, while there are 
still a number of inquiries for good class 
tonnage, which it is believed will eventuate 
in further orders. Notwithstanding the trade 
depression there are at present more men en- 
gaged at Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s in Bel- 
fast than before the war, owing to the number 
of extra men engaged in the new east yard 
constructed during the war, and the weekly 
wage bill of the firm is now over £40,000. 
The first launches in Belfast this year will 
take place in a few weeks. 

INCREASED HARBOUR TRAFFIC, 

It was reported at the “meeting of the 
Belfast Harbour Board to-day that the total 
tonnage of vessels which arrived at the port 
last year was 2,798,868, an increase of 248,262 
over that of the previous year. Coastwise and 
cross-Channel tonnage was ,2,140,554, an in- 
crease of 296,541; foreign 559,117, an increase 
of 3,944; non-trading 99,597, a decrease oí 
52,203. 


CHEAPER CHINA. 


NEW YEAR CUTS BY THE 
MANUFACTURERS. 

‘A Hanley message says that pottery, both 
china and earthenware, will be cheaper as the 
result of the price revisions announced hy the 
Manufacturers’ Association yesterday. 

The cheaper grades of china are cut 7} per 
cent., with varying reductions on higher 
classes of china. Earthenware goods are sub- 
stantially reduced, especially the commoner 
grades of domestic pottery. 


217 MILES AN HOUR.

LECOINTE'S SPEED FOR AIR 
KILOMETRE. 


From Aw Aviation CORRESPONDENT. 

Sadi Lecointe, the famous French airman, 
has covered a kilometre at a speed of 217} 
miles an hour. This wonderful speed was 
accomplished at Istres, near Marseilles. 

For some time there was a duel between 
Lecointe and Romanet for the world’s speed 
record, but at last Lecointe gained the honours 
with a speed of 206 miles an hour on a Nieu- 
port-Delage machine. 

This at present stands as the world’s record 
for speed, though James, on a Napier-engined 
Mars I., has flown at over 212 miles an hour 
under conditions which did not comply with 
record regulations. 

America claims the world’s record with a 
speed of 225 miles an hour, but the claim has 
not yet been officially ratified. 

In any case it does not appear that Lecointe’s 
b latest fight breaks any record, as, according 
to rep ris, it does not comply with the record 
regulation, inasmuch as it was only flown over 
one kilometre, instead of over four kilometres, 
two in each direction. 

Istres Aerodrome 1s one of the largest aero- 
dromes in the world, and is ideally situated 
for record-breaking.

BOARD OF TRADE COURT'S 
DIFFICULTY. 

Judgment in the Board of Trade inquiry 
into the loss of the steamer Francia, of the 
British Dominion Steamship Company, off the 
coast of France, was dedivered at aCrdiff 
yesterday. 

Without being able to express a confident 
opinion whether the master’s utterance or 
the second mate’s hearing was at fault with 
respect to the course which the master said 
that he gave as south-three-quarters éast, and 
which the mate said was given as »south- 
three-quarters west, the Court found that the 
error might have been rectified if the master 
had remained on the bridge exercising super- 
vision, or had stationed a lookout on the fore- 
castle head; and that the second officer was 
negligent in not sighting a buoy before the 
vessel struck the rocks. 

The certificate of the master, John James 
Hern, was suspended for three months, and 
the second officer, George Ephraim Smith, was 
censured for failing to keep a better look- 
out. 


GAS POISON CASES,

WHY MORE FREQUENT NOW, 


From Ove Own Corresponpent. | 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

“Is gas becoming master, instead of ser- 
vant?’’ The question has been raised as a 
result of the many cases of poisoning now 
being recorded. 

The statement has been made that gas 
to-day is more deadly and dangerous than it 
was, say, twenty years ago. ‘There certainly 
were not so manv accidents then. In answer 
to inquiries, an official of the Gas Light and 
Coke Company asserted that the composition 
of the gas used by them had not been changed. 
The component characteristics are precisely 
the same as before. The South Metropolitan 
Gas Company give a similar reply. “ There 
is no change whatsoever.”

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—During this Christmas there are many 
sad hearts in Ireland and many that yearn 
for the dawn of an era of peace. But what 
right have we to hope for peace or prosperity 
with our present apathy about removing 
some of the obstacles? Only the wilfully 
blind .: not, or will not, see that during the 
past year excessive drinking has gravely 
demoralised the nation. It has grown far 
beyond the power of temperance reformers to 
cope with, The nation must deal with it 
or go down in disgrace and dishonour. 

An unregulated licensed traffic, with a 
drink shop for every fifty families; a wide- 
spread unlicensed traffic, with countless 
shebeens;.methylated spirits hawked through 
the lanes of our cities; our young people 
lured into drinking habits by the thousand ; 
thirty million pounds spent on drink, and how 
many millions levied for the upkeep of its 
victims—is that a problem for Church 
and State in Ireland to leave in the hands 
of the few who are called temperance faddists 
because they show some concern at the dis- 
grace of their country and their religion? 
I would earnestly plead that not total 
abstainers alone, but all right-minded Irish- 
men should ask themselves what they are 
going to do about it. 

Do they think the evil will ever be 
remedied by the moral appeal in the name of 
religion? If so, they are mistaken. Poteen- 
making is in seme parts of the country a 
reserved sin, and this ecclesiastical measure 
is widely ignored, { have been assured that 
the most effective way of stopping that par- 
ticular abuse is by stopping the free importa- 
tion and sale of the main raw material, which 
is treacle. This may, or may not, be feasible ; 
but anyhow it implies Government, action. 
Lhe moral appeal is useless while the traders 
who set it at defiance are free to lure people 
to drink. The trade has always approved 
of the “ moral suasion ” type of temperance 
reform, knowing how innocuous it is to the 
liquor interest. But it is very sensitive to 
any self-protective movement of the citizens 
for the enactment and enforcement of liquor 
traffic legislation. The manner in which the 
liquor traffic was conducted last year in the 
absence of coercive control has made more 
converts to total prohibition than any amount 
of ‘** Pussyfoot’’ propaganda. Should+ the 
trade succeed in “ making friends’’ of the 
Civic Guard, as it did of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, it will give the country yet 
another argument for total prohibition. 

In face of the fact that, apart from 
shebeens and clubs and off-licences, Ireland 
has a licensed drink shop for every 250 in- 
habitants, while England has only one to 400 
and Scotland only one to 700, it is unthinkable 
that the Irish liquor traffic should be allowed 
to go on as it is. True, indeed, the moral 
of the country has been lowered by recent 
unthinkable happenings, and so one cannot be 
too sure of its willingness to react against 
its present drink demoralisation. But, sup- 
posing that it does, there are only two alterna-. 
tives confronting the liquor traffic. It will 
have to be either mended or ended. I knaw 
there are many who, believing sincerely that 
it cannot be mended, would advocate ending 
it, But I think that, while the traffic itself 
would certainly chose the alternative .of 
mending, the majority of the Irish people 
also would like to give a native Government 
of their own selection a chance of mending it. 

The need of .drastic reform is urgent, and 
a Government cannot very well tackle such a 
grave national problem without a fairly clear 
mandate from the people. We shall have a 
general election some time during the year— 
on adult suffrage. From the Legislature 
then elected the country will expect a con- 
structive policy and programme. — Will the 
people tell their future legislators in advance 
that they consider legislative reform of the 
liquor traffic an essential condition of all 
national reconstruction? They ought to; for 
it, is. sut I cannot answer for them. The 
people as citizens must demand temperance 
legislation from Parliamentary candidates or 
thev will not get it. 

This is not a matter merely for temperance 
organisations or for political parties. It 1s for 
the Irish people, throrch their representative 
local boards and public bodies, to demand 
reform of the liquor traffic—if they really 
desire it. If everyone waits for somebody 
else to press this demand before the next 
general election, nothing will be done—except 
by the liquor interekt : it will not wait; it has 
never waited. . I yould appeal to the multi- 
tudes of Irishmen and women who have at 
heart in this matter no particular interest, 
but only the welfare and prosperity of Ireland, 
moral and material, to realise that from now 
on they should lose no opportunity of giving 
public expression to Ireland's need for drastic 
restriction of a traffic which has so cruelly 
aggravated our heart-breaking troubles in the 
crisis through which our afflicted country has 
been passing.—Yours, etc.,

IRISH BIRDS AND ANIMALS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—There is nothing specially Irish about 
the superstition to which ‘‘K’”’ refers, as to 
the necessity of giving information to your 
bees when one of the family is dead. ‘* Telling 
the bees ” is, in fact, an old English custom, 
and one that was carried by the Pilgrim 
Fathers to New England, where it probably 
still survives. It is the subject of a pretty 
and pathetic peem by Whittier. 

As to bats, I think “K ”' has misread your 
leading article, “‘ Bats and Men,” which cer- 
tainly did not, to my poor understanding, 
convey the ridiculous statement that the 
ordinary cry of a bat is inaudible to all human 
ears. The writer’s reference was to a supposed 
power of bats to produce other cries besides 
the common and well-known squeak, and thus 
to create vibrations that are of practical use 
to the bats, but are imiperceptible to the ears 
of humanity. Such a power, if possessed by 
bats, is probably not peculiar to them, as 
certain birds are also believed to utter songs 
and an elaborate series of courtship-notes that 
are quite inaudible to a human bystander. 
One of these birds was lately an inhabitant of 
the Dublin “ Zoo,’’ though I am not aware 
that it gave, while there, any proof of its 
possession of so remarkable a gift. 

So far as the ordinary cry of a bat is con- 
cerned, if Tennyson really said that it was the 
test of a fine ear to be able to hear it, Tenny- 
son was wrong. It is well known that there 
are many persons who are quite unable, at 
ordinary times, to catch the high-pitched cry 
of a bat; but I have several times had ex- 
perience of the fact that it is the finer and 
sharper ear that fails, and the inferior ear 
(for common sounds) that catches the ‘‘ short, 
shrill shriek’’ of the passing flittermouse. I 
am not trying to lay down a rule on the 
subject; but I remember that one of the 
loudest series of screeches I ever heard given 
by a bat was quite inaudible to a friend who 
was walking with me, and whose ear both 
for music and for catching distant sounds in 
general was so decidedly bettet than mine 
that I was quite surprised at his deafness to 
the bat’s notes on that evening. 

There are, however, so many different kinds 
of bats (even in Ireland we have seven), with 
voices of different degrees of strength, that I 
suspect there are very few people who can 
hear none of their cries, and, perhaps, ‘fewer 
still who can hear them all. The largest of 
our Irish bats—known as Leisler’s bat—pos- 
sesses a peculiarly strong voice; but this was 
the species which, on the occasion I have just 
mentioned, my companion was unable to hear, 
while to my ear it filled the air with its 
screeches. There are other kinds of bats— 
Daubenton’s, for example—which usually seem 
to fly quite silently; but this may be because 
no naturalist has the right tvpe of ear to catch 
the sound of their cries. Perhaps, it is as well 
that we cannot hear everything that our 
animal friends remark,—Yours, etc.,

TEMPORARY SETTLEMENT. 


As the result of a conference held in Dublin 


Association and the Typographical Association 
have reached an agreement, which will. affect 
all printing offices throughout, Ireland, exclu- 
sive of Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. 

Though the Master Printers’ proposal for a 
reduction of 12s..6d. weekly in three ‘‘cuts’’ 
was rejected by ballot, the employers poste] 
notices that the reductions would be made. 

In order to prevent a stoppage of work, 
however, the Typographical Association pro- 
posed that the reductions should be 8s. 6d. 
only. This the Masters’ Association declined 
to concede, and it was finally decided to defer 
the notices for a week so that a fresh ballot 
might be taken. 

The new proposal, whieh has been agreed to, 
was that the -initial yeduction of 3s. should 
take place in the first week in January, 1923, 
and that the remaining ‘‘cuts” of 5s. and 
2s. 6d. should be considered in February next 
by a Joint Council of the Irish Master 
Printers’ Association and the Typographical

Fawcett, up to a few months ago, had sem 
the girl marked attention, but recently there 
had been a coolness between them. The 
tragedy is ascribed to jealousy, i ap- 
parently, Miss Goodyear had not been keeping 
company with anyone else. 

Her sister states that she saw Fawcett last 
Friday, when he remarked : “I shan’t see you 
again this year, perhaps never again.”’

YOUGHAL COUNCIL AND 
A THREAT. 


MEMORIAL SEIZED BY 
NATIONAL TROOPS, 


-.“ 


At a specially convened meeting of the 
Youghal Urban Council the following letter, 
addressed to the Clerk, was read and 
considered :— 

*‘Srr,—Have this read at the next meet- 
ing of your Council and made public in 
Youghal, or on your head is the risk and 
responsibility : 

** Whereas 4 Youghal men, namely, Patrick 
O'Reilly, 1.R.A.; Michael Fitzgerald, do. ; 
Patrick Hogan, I.R.A. (married man); Daniel 
Slattery (do., with family), are at present 
prisoners of war in goal, and may possibly 
be executed by the Free State Government, 
contrary to all rules of civilised warfare. | If 
this should happen to any of these men, we, 
their comrades, will take most drastic 
measures, by immediately and permanently 
cutting off the Youghal water supply, in the 
most severe and thorough engineering 
fashion. 

“Now the matter lies in the hands of the 
people, and they alone can avert this disaster 
by getting the lives of those men spared. All 
creeds and classes should unite in this cause, 
and an appeal should be signed by every 
resident in Youghal and forwarded to the 
proper authorities in Dublin. 

“ As will be seen, this matter is urgent, 
and on receipt of this we would suggest an 
immediate and full meeting of your Council, 
and the publication of this statement to the 
citizens of Youghal. ' 

“On this date, 25/12/'22. 

“Tue Frytnc CoLUMN, 

‘*P.8.—From information received, you 
must take action immediately on receipt of. 
this communication. The whole business will 
be completed one way or the other before 
the end of the week,” 

It was unanimously decided to telegraph at 
once to President Cosgrave and the local 
members of Parliament, and to get up a 
memorial, some of the councillors stating that 
they were influenced not by the threats in 
the letter, but by humanitarian motives. 

There was a sequel to the Council’s- action 
yesterday, when national troops seized and 
took from the Town Clerk’s office a memorial 
which lay there for signature. It was an ap- 
peal to Mr. Cosgrave en behalf of the four 
‘nar at Reports say that at least seven 
undred persons had signed it. 

The troops who seized the copy of the 
memorial gave a receipt for it, signed by the 
officer in charge. 


DUBLIN WOMAN SHOT. 


FAMILY PARTY BROKEN UP. 

A Sunderland labourer’s bravery was cofn- 
mended yesterday by the magistrates who 
were investigating a charge against Daniet 
Cassidy of murdering his son-in-law, Bernard 
Quinn, by shooting him. The labourer, 
James Coggins, went into the room, disarmed 
Cassidy, and afterwards gave him into. the 
charge of a policeman. 

Cassidy, who had his head bandaged owing 
to a blow given him by Coggins with the re- 
volver when they were struggling together, 
made no statement to the Bench. The de- 
positions of Mrs. Cassidy and Mrs. Quinn, 
who were also struck by bullets fired by 
Cassidy at a family party on Monday night, 
have been taken, Both women are critically 
ill. 

It is stated thag Cassidy had been sepa- 
rated from his wife for some years. The 
woman was to have returned to Dublin to-day 
after spending the holidays with her daughter. 
When the shooting took place a child of two 
years of age and a baby in arms were in the 
room, but escaped unhurt. It is further 
stated that another revolver besides the one 
used was found in Cassidy’s house. 

Further details of the affair is given bya 
correspondent, who states :—It appears that a’ 
family party was assembled in the house in 
Woodbine street, Hendon, a working class 
district of Sunderland, when there was a 
knock at the door, and Cassidy rushed into 
the room and began blazing away with his 
revolver. Quinn had three bullet wonnds, 
one through the heart, while Mrs. Cassidy 
was shot through the lung and Mrs. Quinn 
in the abdomen. Coggins lives in a room in 
the same house, and, hearing the firing, he 
went downstairs and saw Cassidy standing in 
the room, with a revolver in his hand, alone 
with the body of Quinn. He closed with 
Cassidy and a struggle ensned. Cassidy struck 
Coggins on the head with the revolver, in- 
flicting a wound, but eventually Coggins, who 
is a powerfully built man, got the revolver 
away from Cassidy and hit him on the head 
with it and knocked him down. 

Cassidy, who is aged 58, and was described 
as lately of Hulme, Manchester, and a native 
of Co. Down, declared that the affair was all 
owing to family tromble and jealousy. 


ENGLISH UNEMPLOYED. 


INTENSIFIED AGITATION, 

The unemployed ‘‘ Council of Action ” sat 
in secret session in London for the greater 
part of yesterday. 

In a statement made last night, Mr. Han- 
nington, one of the leaders, said that new 
Scottish contingents were on their way to 
London, and they were considering the advis- 
ability of sending out another call for further 
reinforcements this week. On no account would 
they surrender because of the vendetta now 
being carried on by the authorities, who were 
endeavouring to browbeat the men by harsh 
conditions. If required, they would embark 
on something of a drastic character to 
demonstrate the unfair treatment being meted 
out to the men. '

WELCOME PROMISED. 


- 


The inhabitants of St. Helena are not un- 
aware that their historic island bas been the 
subject of mention in Ireland in recent 
months. Their point of view, as expressed 
in a local paper, is that if the Irish authori- 
ties want to find an island exile for people 
who cannot consent to “recognise” Free 
State gaolers, the island is ready to do busi- 
ness with any body of men whose presence 
will stimulate the flow of island trade, A 
man may shout “ Up the Republic ” all day, 
so long as he buys his cigars throngh the 
local merchant. 

So, at all events, may be jnterpreted the 
clipping to hand from the St. Helena 
Guardian of November 18th, which says :— 

‘The report is going the rounds of all 
classes in St. Helena that there is a proba- 
bility that the unamnestied rebels in Ireland 
might be sent to St. Helena. A good many 
persons have hinted to us that it would be 
well that the Guardian should voice the 
opinion of the majority upon this matter. 

“We are able to staie that the feeling is 
general that they will be welcome. We are 
not going to mince matters, and state that 
for mere patriotism we are glad that the 
rebels should come to reside among us. For 
themselves we are not by any means averse, 
as the late prisoners of war (Boers) behaved 
well in general to the inhabitants of the 
island, distinguishing well between their 
gaolers and their involuntary hosts. 

““A hundred or five hundred cannot live 
in St. Helena without advantage to us, in- 
directly or directly. We trust that some relief 
will come to the island, and we are able to 
state that the people will welcome the rebels, 
and there will be no nonsense whatever about 
making St. Helena a penal settlement and 
its being objected to. 

““Our one aim is to promote the welfare 
of our little island, and to find some way of 
feeding the hungry and clothing the desti- 
tute.” 


BELFAST SHIPYARDS,

MORE MEN EMPLOYED THAN 
BEFORE THE WAH. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The Belfast shipyards and marine engineer- 
ing works resumed to-day after the Christmas 
holiday. There is evidence in the various 
yards of preparations for more building 
activity in the near future, while there are 
still a number of inquiries for good class 
tonnage, which it is believed will eventuate 
in further orders. Notwithstanding the trade 
depression there are at present more men en- 
gaged at Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s in Bel- 
fast than before the war, owing to the number 
of extra men engaged in the new east yard 
constructed during the war, and the weekly 
wage bill of the firm is now over £40,000. 
The first launches in Belfast this year will 
take place in a few weeks. 

INCREASED HARBOUR TRAFFIC, 

It was reported at the meeting of the 
Belfast Harbour Board to-day that the total 
tonnage of vessels which arrived at the port 
last year was 2,798,868, an increase of 248,282 
over that of the previous year. Coastwise and 
cross-Channel tonnage was 2,]40,554, an in- 
crease of 296,541; foreign 559,117, an increase 
of 3,944; non-trading 99,597, a decrease oi 
52,205. 


CHEAPER CHINA. 
NEW YEAR CUTS BY THE 
MANUFACTURERS. 

'A Hanley message says that pottery, both 
china and earthenware, will be cheaper as the 
result of the price revisions announced by the 
Manufacturers’ Association yesterday. 

The cheaper grades of china are cut 75 per 
cent., with varying reductions on higher 
classes of china. Earthenware goods are sub- 
stantially ‘reduced, especially the commoner 
grades of domestic pottery.

217 MILES AN HOUR. 


LECOINTE’S SPEED FOR AIR 
KILOMETRE. 


From AN Aviation CORRESPONDENT. 

Sadi Lecointe, the famous French airman, 
has covered a kilometre at a speed of 217} 
miles an hour. This wonderful speed was 
accomplished at Istres, near Marseilles. 

For some time there was a duel between 
Lecointe and Romanet for the world’s speed 
record, but at last Lecointe gained the honours 
with a speed of 206 miles an hour on a Nieu- 
port-Delage machine. 

This at present stands as the world’s record 
for speed, though James, on a Napier-engined 
Mars I., has flown at over 212 miles an hour 
under conditions which did not comply with 
record regulations. 

America claims the world’s record with a 
speed of 225 miles an hour, but the claim has 
not yet been officially ratified. 

In any case it does not appear that Lecointe’s 
+ latest fight breaks any record, as, according 
to reports, it does not comply with the record 
regulation, inasmuch as it was only flown over 
one kilometre, instead of over four kilometres, 
two in each direction. 

Istres Aerodrome 1s one of the largest aero- 
dromes in the world, and is ideally situated 
for record-breaking. 


A LOST STEAMER. 


BOARD OF TRADE COURT’S 
DIFFICULTY. 

Judgment in the Board of Trade inquiry 
into the loss of the steamer Francia, of the 
British Dominion Steamship Company, off the 
coast of France, was delivered at aCrdiff 
yesterday. 

Without being able to express a confident 
opinion whether the master’s utterance or 
the second mate’s hearing was at fault with 
respect to the course which the master said 
that he gave as south-three-quarters east, and 
which the mate said was given as »south- 
three-quarters west, the Court found that the 
error might have been rectified if the master 
had remained on the bridge exercising super- 
vision, or had stationed a lookout on the fore- 
castle head; and that the second officer was 
negligent in not sighting a buoy before the 
vessel struck the rocks. 

The certificate of the master, John James 
Hern, was suspended for three months, and 
the second officer, George Ephraim Smith, was 
censured for failing to keep a better look- 
out. 


GAS POISON CASES.

WHY MORE FREQUENT NOW, 


From Over Own Corresponpent. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

“Is gas becoming master, instead of ser- 
vant?’’ The question has been raised as a 
result of the many cases of poisoning now 
being recorded. 

The statement has been made that gas 
to-day is more deadly and dangerous than it 
was, say, twenty years ago.. There certainly 
were not so many accidents then. In answer 
to inquiries, an Official of the Gas Light and 
Coke Company asserted that the composition 
of the gas used by them had not been changed. 
The component characteristics are precisely 
the same as before. The South Metropolitan 
Gas Company give a similar reply. “ There 
is no change whatsoever.”’

*  W SOURCE OF NATIONAL 
DISHONOUR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—During this Christmas there are many 
sad hearts in Ireland and many that yearn 
for the dawn of an era of peace. But what 
right have we to hope for peace or prosperity 
with our present apathy about removing 
some of the obstacles? Only the wilfully 
blind cannot, or will not, see that during the 
past year excessive drinking has gravely 
demoralised the nation. It has Fe far 
beyond the power of temperance reformers to 
cope with. The nation must deal with it 
or go down in disgrace and dishonour. 

An unregulated licensed traffic, with a 
drink shop for every fifty families; a wide- 
spread unlicensed traffic, with countless 
shebeens; methylated spirits hawked through 
the lanes of our cities; our young people 
lured into drinking habits by the thousand ; 
thirty million pounds spent on drink, and how 
many millions levied for the upkeep of its 
victims—is that a problem for Church 
and State in Ireland to leave in the hands 
of the few who are called temperance faddists 
because they show some concern at the dis- 
grace of their country and their religion? 
Í would earnestly plead that not total 
abstainers alone, but all right-minded Irish- 
men should ask themselves what they are 
going to do about it. 

Do they think the evil 
remedied by the moral appeal in the name of 
religion? If so, they are mistaken. VPoteen- 
making is in seme parts of the country a 
reserved sin, and this ecclesiastical measure 
is widely ignored, I have been assured that 
the most effective way of stopping that par- 
ticular abuse is by stopping the free importa- 
tion and sale of the main raw material, which 
is treacle. This may, or may not, be feasible ; 
but anyhow it implies Government action. 
Lhe moral appeal is useless while the traders 
who set it at defiance are free to lure people 
to drink. The trade has always approved 
of the “ moral suasion”’ type of temperance 
reform, ,knowing how innocuous. it is to the 
liquor interest. But it is very sensitive to 
any self-protective movement of the citizens 
for the enactment and enforcement of liquor 
traffic legislation. The manner in which the 
liquor traffic was -conducted last year in the 
absence of coercive control has made more 
converts to total prohibition than any amount 
of ** Pussyfoot’’ propaganda. Should the 
trade succeed in “ making friends” of the 
Civic Guard, as it did of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, it will give the country yet 
another argument for total prohibition. 

In face of the fact that, apart from 
shebeens and clubs and off-licences, Ireland 
has a licensed drink shop for every 250 in- 
habitants, while England has only one to 400 
and Scotland only one to 700, it is unthinkable 
that the Irish liquor traffic should be allowed 
to go on as it is. True, indeed, the moral 
of the country has been lowered by recent 
unthinkable happenings, and so one cannot be 
too sure of its willingness to react against 
its present drink demoralisation. But, sup- 
posing that it does, there are only: two alterna- 
tives confronting the liquor traffic. It will 
have to be either mended or ended. I know 
there are many who, believing sincerely that 
it cannot be mended, would advocate ending 
it, But I think that, while the traffic itself 
would certainly chose the alternative of 
mending, the majority of the Irish people 
also would like to give a native Government 
of their own selection a chance of mending it. 

The need of drastic reform is urgent, and 
a Government cannot very well tackle such a 
grave national problem without a fairly clear 
mandate from the people. We shall have a 
general election some time during the year— 
on adult suffrage. From the Legislature 
then elected the country will expect a con- 
structive policy and programme. Will the 
people tell their future legislators in advance 
that they consider legislative reform of the 
liquor traffic an essential condition of all 
national reconstruction? They ought to; for 
it is. But I cannot answer for them. The 
people as citizens must demand temperance 
legislation from Parliamentary candidates or 
thev will not get it. 

This is not a matter merely for temperance 
organisations or for political parties. It is for 
the Irish people, throvgh their representative 
local boards and public bodies, to demand 
reform of the liquor traffic—if they really 
desire it. If everyone waits for somebody 
else to press this demand before the next 
general election, nothing will be done—except 
by the liquor interest: it will not wait; it has 
never waited. - I would appeal to the multi- 
tndes of Irishmen and women who have at 
heart in this matter no particular interest, 
but only the welfare and prosperity of Ireland. 
moral and material, to realise that from now 
on they should lose no opportunity of giving 
public expression to Ireland’s need for drastic 
restriction of a traffic which has so cruelly 
aggravated our heart-breaking troubles in the 
crisis through which our afflicted country has

IRISH BIRDS AND ANIMALS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—There is nothing specially Irish about 
the superstition to which “K' refers, as to 
the necessity of giving information to your 
bees when one of the family is dead. ‘‘ Telling 
the bees ” is, in fact, an old English custom, 
and one that was carried by the Pilgrim 
Fathers to New England, where it probably 
still survives. It is the: gubject of a pretty 
and pathetic poem by Whittier. 

As to bats, I think “‘K?’ has misread your 
leading article, ' Bats and Men,” which cer- 
tainly did not, to my poor understanding, 
convey the ridiculous statement that the 
ordinary cry of a bat is inaudible to all human 
ears. The writer's reference was to a supposed 
power of bats to produce other cries besides 
the common and well-known squeak, and thus 
to create vibrations that are of practical use 
to the bats, but are imperceptible to the ears 
of humanity. Such a power, if possessed by 
bats, is probably not peculiar to them, as 
certain birds are also believed to utter songs 
and an elaborate series of courtship-notes that 
are quite inaudible to a human bystander. 
One of these birds was lately an inhabitant of 
the Dublin ‘‘ Zoo,’’ though I am not aware 
that it gave, while there, any proof of its 
possession of so remarkable a gift. 

So far as the ordinary cry of a. bat is con- 
cerned, if Tennyson really said that it was the 
test of a fine ear to be able to hear it, Tenny- 
son was wrong. It is well known that there 
are many persons who are quite unable, at 
ordinary times, to catch the high-pitched cry 
of a bat; but I have several times had ex- 
perience of the fact that it is the finer and 
sharper ear that fails, and the inferior ear 
(for common sounds) that catches the “ short, 
shrill shriek ” of the passing flittermouse. 
am not trying to lay down a rule on the 
subject; but I remember that one of the 
loudest series of screeches I ever heard given 
by a bat was quite inaudible to a friend who 
was walking with me, and whose ear both 
for music and for catching distant sounds in 
general was so decidedly better than mine 
that I was quite surprised at his deafness to 
the bat’s notes on that evening. 

There are, however, so many different kinds 
of bats (even in Ireland we have seven), with 
voices of different degrees of strength, that 
suspect there are very few people who can 
hear none of their cries, and, perhaps, ‘fewer 
still who can hear them all. The largest of 
our Irish bats—known as Leisler’s bat—pos- 
sesses a peculiarly strong voice; but this was 
the species which, on the occasion I have just 
mentioned,.my companion was unable to hear, 
while to my ear it filled the air with its 
screeches. There are other kinds of bats— 
Daubenton’s, for example—which usually seem 
to fly quite silently; but this may be because 
no naturalist has the right tvpe of ear to catch 
the sound of their cries. Perhaps, it is as well 
that we cannot, hear everything that our 
animal friends remark,—Yours, etc.,

I mention particularly 
the cases of long leaseholders and occupiers 
of mill holdings, who have been excluded 
from any benefits from any of the Land Acts 
for some reason that I cannot understand— 
unless it be that we are not a very numerous 
group, and, therefore, must suffer in silence. 

At the passing of the Leaseholders Act in 
1887 several hundreds were excluded from 
benefit, but, no doubt, a good number of 
these have since settled with their landlords. 
Nevertheless, the number still suffering must 
be quite large. I am sure that they would 
be glad to join with the unpurchased tenants 
with a view to having their claims considered.

TEMPORARY SETTLEMENT. 

As the result of a conference held in Dublin 
on December 18th, the Irish Master Printers’ 
Association and the Typographical Association 
have reached an agreement which will affect 
all printing offices throughout. Ireland, exclu- 
sive of Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. 

Though the Master Printers’ proposal for a 
reduction of 12s..6d. weekly in three ‘‘cuts’’ 
was rejected by ballot, the employers posted 
notices that the reductions would be made. 

In order to prevent a stoppage of work, 
however, the Typographical Association pro- 
posed that the reductions should be 8s. 6d. 
only. This the Masters’ Association declined 
to concede, and it was finalliv decided to defer 
the notices for a week so that a fresh ballot 
might be taken. 

The new proposal, whieh has been agreed to, 
was that the initial reduction of 5s. should 
take place in the first week in January, 1923, 
and that the remaining “'scuts” of 5s. and 
2s. 6d. should be considered in February next 
by a Joint Council of the Irish Master 
Printers’ Association and the Typographical 
Association. 


KILDARE FARMS’ DISPUTE.

The Athy branch of the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, at its meeting 
on Monday, discussed the recent fires that 
had taken place on farms in the district. 

The Secretary said that he had made 
searching inquiries, and was satisfied that no 
members of the Union were implicated in 
these burnings. 

A resolution was passed condemning the 
destruction of private property, and calling 
on all the members to keep a close watch, 
and. supply any information which would 
tend to place responsibility on the right 
shoulders. 

The Secretary stated that 250 men were 
locked out, because they refused to accept 
a reduction of wages to 25s. e also re- 
ported that a number of men visited his 
house early on Friday morning, and knocked 
at all the windows and doors, after which 
they drove away. 

Replying to a member as to the issue of a 
poster headed ‘‘ F.F.C.,” he said that the 
posters were got out. by the Athy branch 
of the Farmers’ Union, and that hé under- 
siood that F.F.C. stood for Farmers’ Flying 
Column, which was supposed to be composed 
of farmers’ sons from the South of Ireland, 
who had come up to help the Athy farmers 
during the lock-out.

WORKINGMAN’S VIEW. 


CANNOT A¥FORD BEER TAX, 


The fact that a\50 per cent. drop-in the 
consumption of beer is likely to be shown’ fer 
the year ending March next, as compared with 
1915, is a further indication of the serious 
effect of the present high prices. The work- 
ing man’s point of view was forcibly put in 
an interview vesterday by an official of the 
Working Men’s Club and Institate Unica, 
which comprises 2,300 clubs throughout Eng- 
land and Wales, representing over a million 
members. 

The clubs, he said, have been vere hard 
hit by the continuation of the enormous was- 
time tax of £5 per standard barrel. Members 
are unable to pay the existing high price for 
beer, not only because of the reduction in 
wages, but because many are unemployed . er 
merely in sin employment. ite & 
number of brewers who fare been pressed m 
different districts have made a slight redúe- 
tion, which is benefiting the local clubs and, 
indirectly, their members. While the clube 
can be benefited that way, we do net think 
there can be a reduction in price that will 
directly benefit the consumer until the beer 
tax is knocked off, or reduced by at least one-

FREE STATE STAMPS. 


NEW DIES FOR CHEQUES. 


New stamp dies have been brought “inta 
use for denoting the fixed stamp duty of ‘2d. 
chargeable on cheques (including dividend 
warrants), receipts, and scrip certificates. The 
new stamp is oblong in shape, with rounded 
corners. The centre of the upper half of the 
stamp contains the letters S.E. in monogram, 
with a shamrock design above to right. and 
left, and the value 2d. in figures’ below .to 
right and left. The lower half of the stamp 
contains the value in words—Da Pingin— 
with a shamrock design on either side, and’a 
Celtic interwoven design below. The stamp 
is printed in green ink. The day of the date 
of impression is shown by figures at the top 
of the stamp in the centre, and the month 
and year by figures near the bottom, to left 
and right respectively. 

The introduction of these new dies . does 
not in any way invalidate forms already 
stamped with the dies previously employed, 
and such forms ar» still available for use 
Cheque books containing forms "bearing the 
old stamp are still valid,-and shoald continue 
to be used. 


NEW 2D. POSTAGE. STAMP. 


The new adhesive postage stamps, with 
the design of an outline map of Ireland, which 
were placed’ on sale on the 6th December, are 
available not only for postal purposes, buat 
also for denoting the revenue stamp duty. én 
such documents (e.g., receipts) as. are liable 
to the fixed duty of 2d. and can be stamped 
with an adhesive stamp.
